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The Use of the Family in the Breeding Herd 


The ultimate test of 
the family system of 
breeding in Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle is the result ob- 
tained. It is justified when 
it enables the breeder to 
own and produce better 
cattle and it is unjustified a ; 
when it is used as a means merely of raising prices without adding 
definitely to the merit of the breed. _Hence, critics have been cor- 
rect in attacking the abuse of the family but they are incorrect when 
they make direct attacks on the family itself, as they often do in 
the heat of argument. The family system of mating is useful when 
it reduces the variability of the calves produced and increases the 
potency of the breeding stock. It is abused when it is used as a 
basis for speculation or when it becomes dissociated from individual 
merit. 

In the first place the oldest families are not necessarily the 
best. Many of the best Aberdeen-Angus families are founded on 
good cows of forty or 
fifty years ago, when

country tribes that give 
better results than other 
branches. American tribes 
did well at Turlington, or 
in the hands of Wallace 
Estill; why can they not do 
as well today? 

; In the second place, 
the man who holds too strictly to the families developed on the other 
side is using too much of the other fellow’s thunder without develop- 
ing any of his own. It is mighty easy to be a sheep and follow in 
the footsteps of great predecessors, using their families, bu. as soon 
as a man follows too zealously a given strain, giving of his own en- 
ergy only sufficient to feed and sell, he becomes a mere trader and 
sooner or later either he or his cattle lose reputation. 

I have no objection to a breeder using some master’s family 
as long as he maintains its standard and improves it, but as soon 
as he fails in this particular, his successes become empty and his 
trade, his prestige and his friends ultimately are lost.

when speculation enters 
into its sphere. A 
“corner” on a_ given 
strain or tribe is a fine 
thing for both breeder 
and breed when it is 
used to raise the aver- 
age standards of the 
breed, but it is a very 
hurtful thing for both 
breeder and breed if ul- 
timately the “corner” is 
used simply to enhance 
prices. To the small 
breeder who pays high 
prices for “cornered” 
cattle, the game is par- 
ticularly harmful, as 
nine times out of ten he 
lacks the bull whose 
pedigree will suitably 
top that of the female 
he has bought an 
whose blood will “nick” 
favorably with her. En- 
thusiasm for the best is 
the only way a breeder 


breeder of that time. 
The very work they did 
has carried the breed 
beyond the standards they found in the cattle with which they were 
associated. It is because of this that many believe American fam- 
ilies based on some of our own top-notch cows can well be estab- 
lished. It is not slavery to imitate the methods of the great Scotch 
breeders but it is slavery to confine ourselves to their materials with 
onlv a half-hearted use of their methods. If the Evergreens and 
Elbas are a little better than other Eisas and Enchantresses, the 
breeders who discovered them made a forward step. There is no 
reason why one cannot find among some of the families in this

can progress, but over- 
enthusiasm for a cow or 
; a bull that cannot be 
suitably mated in the herd may prove ruinous. The cows the breed- 
er buys must be worthy of his bull and the bulls he may purchase 
must be suitable for his cows. If one is markedly inferior to the 
other his results are certain to be unsatisfactory. 

In the fourth place he must never let his passion for good pedi- 
grees and nroper bloodlines overshadow his judgment of individuai 
merit. Occasionally a well-bred one meets with an accident and is 
not developed in proportion to the qualities that it has inherited 
and that it is able to transmit, but this happens so seldom that un- 
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less the breeder is thoroughly familiar with the circumstances of 
the young animal’s development it will not pay him to take a chance. 
On the average the man who possesses a top-bred one will give it 


all the opportunity he can to develop its best traits and if it fails to 
develop them it most probably lacks the ability. The converse is by 
no means true. The best type of cattle do not always produce the 
best type of cattle because they sometimes carry undesirable traits, 
like red color, hidden under their promising exterior. It is known, 
however, that good cattle with good pedigrees are quite likely to 
transmit the traits they show, hence one can be a successful breeder 
only when he emphasizes individual merit along with pedigree and 
pedigree along with individual merit. If the very choicest Ever- 
green came to me with a hide as hard as a board and white-splashed 
all along the underline, I should not bid on her; but if the very best 
type that I ever had seen should appear in the sale ring and I should 
find by consulting my catalogue that she was an Evergreen, I would 
pay far more than I would ordinarily, because I would believe 
her to be quite certain of transmitting her good points, especially 
if her sire was an Evergreen too. 

This brings up the question as to how family matings should 
be carried out in order to assure the greatest potency. Assuming 
that the merit of the individual is always the same, the bull or cow 
having the greatest number of lines of the family in its pedigree 
should be most prepotent. The following pedigree represents this 
in an ideal way; practical reasons usually prevent its realization:

The reader must understand that the above pedigree does not 
represent the writer’s advice as to the best blood, but it is used to 
illustrate a method of breeding. Beginning with the fourth genera- 
tion each of the female lines is of one family, in this case the 
Blackcaps. Any other family can be substituted as well, as would 
any other top-crosses in the fourth generation. This pedigree 
could be strongly line-bred without being highly inbred by using dif- 
ferent lines of descent for each of the Blackcaps in the fourth gen- 
eration. Of course, any breeder using this method would have to 
watch his animals carefully to see that the degree of inbreeding 
which did exist did not permit the good characters to be lost and 
the bad characters to be concentrated. This would be a selection 
based on type, and the breeder who successfully weathered such a 
course of narrowing bloodlines would probably have a more potent 
bull than the Aberdeen-Angus breed has yet known. Unless rigor- 
ous selection is practiced, however, the breeder attempting such a 
concentration would be foredoomed to failure. 

The majority of breeders will probably prefer to go no farther 
than is indicated in the following pedigree, where instead of eight 
lines of the desired family, only four lines are shown:

In actual breeding the chances are much greater because a good 
family simply represents a combination of good characters, some 
of which may come from other sources.

The chances of this second pedigree transmitting the Pride 
traits to the offspring are only half as great as in the previous 
pedigree, although the animals included in each are the same. The 
difference in potency of the two animals resulting from these pedi- 
grees is due entirely to the position of the ancestors in the pedigree 
and not to any difference in potency among them. In general, if 
one line of ancestry in the dam is paralleled by a similar line of 
ancestry in the sire, the potency will be greater because each parent 
will have the opportunity of transmitting the desired blood. 

It is because those who have been most successful with fami- 
lies have used the family system of mating as a system of line- 
breeding that it has been successful, while those who have used 
outcross bulls have seldom been successful for more than a single 
generation. This is the reason why families when they have gone 
into other hands frequently no longer partake of the characters 
which have made them notable. Unless animals bred in family 
lines are mated with animals of similar lines they are certain to 
lose the family character. On the other hand, this truism can never 
be used to countenance mating inferior bulls of the same family to 
first class cows when superior bulls of another family are available, 

Critics of the family system of breeding have asserted that the 
determining factor in a breeder’s success is the bull. This state- 
ment is doubtless true, but if the full story is told it will be found 
with each master of breeding that the cows have played just as im- 
portant a role as the bull. Even if the breeder did not credit any 
of his success to his cows, half of it at least was due there, for the 
modern knowledge of breeding shows to obtain such a success as 
Mr. Kerr has enjoyed in his Juana-Ericas, the good traits must be 
transmitted from sire and dam as well. It is so much easier to 
remember a icw good bulls that have sired twenty good calves 
apiece, than the twenty dams that were their mothers, that it is far 
easier to credit the bull than the faithful females that have done as 
much to produce them. : 

The great difficulty in breeding from families is that fashion 
will creep in. This dfficulty will be found to exist whether the 
family system is used or not, as bulls’ blood will be idolized as much 
as females’ if the family system is not used. The advantage of 
fashion is that it changes, and undesirable blood of today becomes 
the desirable blood of the morrow. If pedigrees of sires and dams 
winning the progeny classes at the International are examined, it 
will be found that many of the families popular twenty years ago are 
now supplanted with others. This is as it should be, in case it keeps 
pace with the evolution of merit in the breed and the ideal of every 
breeder should be broadened to include all rising families and not 

to exclude the old demonstrated ones that have made history. 

This brings up once more the question of the relative value of 
the bull and the cow. The beginner at the sales is often puzzled as 
to just what he should do in establishing his herd, especially in the 
prices that he finds himself forced to pay for females of the blood- 
lines that he wants. His rule should be simple. Never pay as 
much for cows as for bulls until your reputation and experience are 
such that you are certain to get commensurate prices from the 
animals you yourself can breed from them. A contemporary breed 
paper recently had an article by one of the best known of its breed- 
ers in which he very cleverly explained how a bull should be valued. 
In brief, he said that the man producing $500 bulls could get them 
in two ways, by breeding $500 cows to a $500 bull, or by breeding 
$250 cows to a $1,000 bull. The latter method is certainly cheaper 
and bound to bring the biggest results. It is only when a man ex- 
pects to breed $10,000 bulls that he even can think of $5,000 cows, 
and even then he must not think too often that he can afford them.

“Yet, when I bought my 
cattle last fall, I was particular to get the best that I could find, and 
we cared for them and fed the.best we know how. Yet that is what 
we gct for our efforts t obe thorough—80 cents a hundred more than 
the ‘weeds’ brought. The band of steers we fed last winter cost 
from $12 to $12.25 a hundred pounds. 

“And I wish you would tell me about some other commodities that, 
have hit the toboggan in addition to beef and pork,” continued this 
bie Iowa farmer, who has been raising his crops, feeding big steers 
and breeding remarkably good Doddies for the past 20 years. 
“There is net one other important item that has been reduced in 
price. The farmer and the consumer still pay higher than war 
prices for everything they buy, and the two principal things that the 
farmer has to sell is being swapped off on a demoralized market. 

“And then lots of people wonder why the farmer has gone to 
town. He is going to take advantage of the higher wages, see some 
of the sights and set away from the hours and hours he spends in 
feeding his stock and doing the chores, out of which all he is getting 
at the present time is exercise. Short hours in the city is playing 
havoe with labor in the country, and the havoc is doubly great when

F. W. Crawford, the secretary of 
the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Asso- 
ciation, recently visited Portage la 
Prairie, Mann., where he met a large 
number of the Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers of the district and discussed with 
them the advisability of forming a lo- 
cal breeders’ club and a pure-bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus calf club. After the 
matter had been thoroughly discussed 
it was decided that an Aberdeen-An- 


depressing factors were importations of New Zealand lamb shipped 
here by the British Government, the existence in “second hands” of 
beef bought from the Government and an oversupply of dressed beef 
in Eastern markets. 

These circumstances, couple with declining values for hides and 
fats, were reflected in lower prices for cattle. Receipts were fairly 
large and the cattle were unusually heavy, with the result that the 
supply of beef has been quite large relative to demand. Wholesale 
beef prices furnish an interesting contrast to the price trend in 
many other commodities. 

Popular demand for the choice cuts of beef still results in an 
unusually large differential between the price of meat from fore- 
quarters (less expensive) and meat from hindquarters. This 
“spread” has narrowed slightly but nevertheless remains abnormal.

gus club be formed. “The Central Manitoba Aberdeen-Angus Club” 
was the name selected for the breeders’ club and Harry Leader, of 
Portage la Prairie, was elected president. Other officers elected 
were: Gordon Snider, vice-president; E. G. Wood, the district rep- 
resentative as Secretary and Floyd Bradley, Jas. McCartney, Chas. 
Askin and J. M. Allardyce, directors. A membership fee of $5 was 
decided upon and all present joined the club. 

The Central Manitoba Aberdeen-Angus Club then decided that 
it was advisable to promote a pure-bred Aberdeen-Angus calf club 
in the district and a resolution was passed to that effect. The rules 
in operation at Brandon and Dauphin were accepted practically 
without change. After a lengthy discussion it was decided that the 
club would promote two calf classes. One for grade steers or heif- 
ers sired by a pure-bred and registered Aberdeen-Angus bull and the 
other one for yearling pure-bred heifers as in the Brandon club.

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Killey Used Pure-Bred Bull on Grade Cows 


Joseph L. Killey of Ogle 
county, Iil., is a reguar feeder 
of cattle. Each ‘year he pro- 
duces a joad of Aberdeen-Angus 
baby beef for the market from 
his herd of grade cows and the 
use of a pure-bred Aberdeen- 
Angus bull. The latest lot which he marketed at Chicago sold on 
May 5, at $14.25, being the top of the market for that day. 

“Nine years ago I bought a herd of grade Aberdeen-Angus 
cows,” said Mr. Killey. “I generally keep about twenty-five head 
on my place and aways use a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bull. I 
breed my cows to be fresh about September 1. I keep them in a 
timber pasture with their calves all summer. About October 30 I 
take the calves from the previous year and let the young calves 
run with the cows all winter or until I need them each ‘year. 

“The cows always wean the calves, sometimes during the 
summer. I have always found it more profitable to keep a tried 
cow rather than too many heifers. 

“When the older calves are taken from the timber pasture 
about the end of October, they are put into the corn field with the 
cows where they run until January 1. The calves are then taken 
out and put in the feed yard. I then feed corn fodder and oat straw 
until about March first, then giving hay and oat straw until grass. 
The calves run with the cows at all times and have access to a 
small yard where I feed them hay. No grain is given the calves 
during the first winter. 

“The question of getting these calves on full feed is an impor- 
tant one and probably of keen interest to cattle feeders. I follow a 
system which gradually works the cattle up to the full feed stage 
and have found it satisfactory. 

“About October 30 I brought the cattle from timber pasture and 
turned them first into a field of corn stalks after it was husked 
and gave them the first pick of each field as we kept husking. About 
November 20th I started to feed one bundle of corn fodder per steer, 
giving it at night and feeding in a rack in the yard to get them used 
to surroundings. After a few days I started giving a bundle each 
morning. December 1, I closed the gate of the feed lot, giving’ the 
same feed with all the hay they would eat, the hay being mixed, one- 
third timothy and two-thirds clover. 

“In about a week I started with about one bushel of chopped 
corn once a day, increasing the amount as I went along until I had 
them on about all the 

chopped ear corn they 
would clean up. About

figure, the entire lot made a daily average gain of about two and 
one-half pounds per day per head. 

“T always kept a part of the yard well bedded, so the cattle 
would have a place to lie down and rest at all times. A large tank 
is kept in the feed yard which gives the cattle a continual supply of 
fresh water. Ten brood sows and fourteen light hogs followed the 
cattle in the feed lot and from the droppings of the cattle the light 
hogs made a gain of about one hundred pounds per head. The feed 
yard in which these cattle were fed measures five by six rods, which 
gave them plenty of room to move around. 

“T never allowed any grain or hay to become stale in racks. If

found that the success of 
the herd largely depends upon the care and skill exercised in the 
selection of its stock bulls, not only with respect to their own indi- 
vidual merits but as regards their line of breeding and the influence 
their blood is likely to exercise when blended with that of the fe- 
males in the herd.

Press Reports and Comments on 
the Block Test Held at the Recent 
Fat Stock Show at Buenos Aires. 
By J. J. Cridlan, in London Live Stock Journal 


we could not resist the opportunity of giv- 
ing way to cur opinion, but since then we 
have spoken to cattle experts and find 
that this is not the only mistake commit- 
ted by our local judges. Mr. Benito Vil- 
lanueva had also sent into show a real 
typical specimen of the ‘Blacks,’ this ani- 
‘mal was awarded a first prize, but should 
have stood ever so much higher. We locked him over most carefully 
yesterday afternoon, and at the same time spoke to influential peo- 
ple on the subject, and one and all agreed that he should have been 
figured amongst the leading prizes of the show. With the above in- 
formation we guess that the rural society will endeavor next year 
to nominate foreign judges. Their decisions leave a more agreeable 
satisfaction, and the general results are usually on the correct side. 
We do not for one moment want to criticise our local judges, but 
what took place when deciding the most important prize of the day 
on Monday last has left a rather unpleasant feeling, that is, the 
judges calling upon another man for his opinions. Next year we 
hope to see an English or American 
judge handling the stock.” 

The following River Plate Ob- 


515, exhibited by Sres. Quintana y 
Cia, who won the prize for the best 
quality of meat. The feeding of 
show and slaughter cattle for public 
competitions is yearly creating 
more interest, and though the meth- 
ods employed to determine the 
awards have on previous occasions 
been open to criticism, nevertheless 
it acts as a stimulus to estancieros 
to present their cattle when in the 
right bloom, as later demonstrated 
by the awards.” 

You will notice from the above 
that one of the two Aberdeen-An- 
gus-Shorthorn crosses shown by Mr. 
William Grant, who judged the 
Doddies at Chicago, was first in its 
class. It showed the greatest per- 
centage of carcass to live weight— 
i. e., 67.11—and was made reserve 
champion. The champion, a Short- 
horn owned by Quintana y Cia, was 
a ripe beast, flesh beautifully mot- 
tled, but unduly wasteful on the 
loins, where it showed hollowness. 
The reserve champion would un- 
doubtedly have superseded the 
champion if it had been judged by 
Smithfield experts; the depth of 
flesh (nicely mottled) of this An- 
gus-Shorthorn cross was nearer the 
idcal by far than that of any other 
svecimens exhibited. 

The photos of the sides of the 
respective champion and_ reserve 
champion carcasses showed the 
latter to be finer in the bone and 
the less wasteful of the two, the 
depth of meat in its brisket being 
very pronounced.

Ringside 
opinion was decidedly in favour of 
Sr. Sere’s Shorthorn, i. e., the ma- 
jority were; but there were to be 
found many supporters of the 
claims of the great even-fleshed, 
good-handling crossbred belonging 
to Sr. Saralegui. Two of the 
judges favcured the Shorthorn, 
while St. Frers held the opinion 
that the crossbred should get the 
prize. Doctor Malbran was asked 
for an opinion, and after giving 
some sound advice as to how the 
claims of a fat stecr should be ccn- 
sidered, the Doctor retired from the 
ring, and the judges talked the mat- 
ter over a little while longer, but 
eventually gave the rosette to Sr.

Cooper for the carload of 
bulls he gave them when they were laying the foundation for the 
beef steak crop to feed the tourists who annually pour a golden 
flood into the state through Palm Beach, Miami and other winter 
resorts of note. Anyway, watch Florida in the future; it looks like 
the next Tennessee to develop in the South.

The anncurccment that the last Congress, in its efforts to make 
an impression of saving through cutting out non-essentials, has 
crippled the Department of Agriculture in some of its most im- 
portant woik is nct a good item at this time when there is a proba- 
bility of many people starving threugh lack of food next winter. 
Some $3.000,(CO is lopped off the reeds as outlined by Secretary of 
Agriculture Mercdith. Heg cholera work, cow testing, cattle tick 
demonstration work for cattle in the tick-freed territories, insurance 
fund for the eradication of foot-and-mouth disease, co-operative 
work in an effort to control ccntagious abortion in cattle, animal 
tuberculosis, anthrax and many others closely allied to the pure 
bred becf industry have been seriously hit and in some cases elimi- 
nated from the program altogether. One wonders if low pay and 
slashing of important work is going to discourage government 
workers in this department as has been the case with the postal 
department. The work of the Department of Agriculture has been 
too important, is still too important, to allow this to happen. Let’s 
tell our Congressmen our views on the curtailing of this kind of 
work.

$20 CATTLE COMING AT MARKETS SOON; 
DON’T ROCK THE BOAT BUT STICK TIGHT!

The losses sustained in the feed lots the past few months 
have shaken so many out of the game that the consequent shortage 
means higher cattle and profits for those who stick. Fat cattle at 
$19 to $20 per hundredweight are due before Christmas, several 
say emphatically and most of them say they may get here in Aug- 
ust and September and hang on for some months. All kinds of food 
is going to be high because scarce and prime beef will be one of the

AFTER ALL, “T. B.” IS NOT A MATTER OF 
WHICH BREED, BUT HOW HANDLED. 


More or less amusing fublicity atout the freecom from tuber- 
culosis, or “resistance” from this dread bovine disease, has been 
handed out in the past. Some faim papers of standing have re- 
printed this matter in the face of general knowledge that there was 
nothing to the point so far as breeders were concerned. Note the 
Progressive Farmer’s editorial on this point. Nothing need be ad- 
ded, and the Breed is certainly indebted to the Department of Agri- 
culture for gathering these figures and putting them out, though 
they may still be off as regards the present health of the breeds, 
especially as regards the corn belt: 

“Some figures by the United States Department of Agriculture 
recently presented on the editorial page of The Progressive Farmer 
on the per cent. of tuberculosis in a large number of cattle of the 
different breeds possibly carried the inference that certain breeds 
can be considered safer from tuberculosis than others. However, 
the results when rightly considered, fail to show that one breed has 


culcsis. 

“Akout 30,000 pure bred Herefords were tested and only .77 per 
eent. of them re-acted, while in the grade herds of the same breed 
the percentage of re-actors was 5.11. Purebred Angus showed 5.79 
per cent. re-actors, compared with 2.39 in grade herds. Among the 
Shorthorns 5.75 per cent. of the tuberculasis was found in the pure 
breds while the grade Shorthorn herds there was only 3.74 per cent. 
re-actors. 

“The same lack of uniformity is found in the fgures represent- 


ing the tuberculosis in the dairy brecds. It is generally supposed 
that, because of their closer housing, dairy breeds are more suscep- 


tible or have more tuberculosis than beef cattle, but the figures 
do not bear out this belief. Some dairy breeds ran high in their 
per cent. of re-actors, while in others the freedom from the disease 
was greater than in several of the beef breeds. As in the beef 
breeds there was little uniformity in the proportion of re-actors in 
pure bred and grade animals. 

“These figures indicate that the freedom from tuberculosis is 
largely a mater of providing suitable environment for the animals, 
rather than a breed characteristic. Since the highest per cent. 
of tuberculous cattle in any group was found among grades, the 
assertion that pure breds are more susceptible to tuberculosis than 
graces is disproved.”

The Boys’ and Girls’ Club Work. 


Boys’ and girls’ club work is one of the im- 
portant features of the agricultural extension 
work conducted by the States’ Relations Service, 
United States Department of Agriculture, in co- 
operation with the state agricultural colleges and 
local agencies for the purpose of improving agri- 
cultural conditions and practices throughout the 
country. Thcse clubs are organized to improve 
farm and home practices by instructing the boys 
in correct agricultural methods and the girls in 
home making; to assist in demonstrating these 
methods for the improvement of the farm and 
home; to aid in the development of co-operation in 
the family and in the community; to create a more 
favorable attitude toward the business of farming 
and home making by encouraging property own- 
ership and the feeling of partnership; and to make 
rural life more attractive by providing organiza- 
tion which tends to diminish isolation and develop 
leadership. 


These objects are in process of attainment. 
Where ever club work has been pushed by our 
agents, larger yields have been obtained, better 
pigs have been raised and finer cattle, both dairy 
and beef, have been grown. The motto of the 
clubs is “To Make the Best Better.” Registered 
animals are now common where only a few years 
ago they were unknown, and there is a systematic 
effort to cull out scrub live stock and poultry. 
Large yields of crops have been made by club 
members on lands which were considered worth- 
less, and little girls are vying with the best pack- 
ers in canning and preserving fruits and vegeta- 
bles, and are becoming a potent factor in helping 
to make the farm home more attractive and en- 
joyable. 


The average yield per acre made by club 
members in the growing of field crops is two to 
three times as large as the average yields made in 
the states in which the members are _ located. 
Many people. seeing a boy or girl here and there 
engaged in club work, do not realize the value of 
the products produced by these young folks in the 
aggregate. In 1918, while under the stress of war 
and responding to an appeal made to club members 
in the furrows “over here” to help feed the boys 
in the trenches “over there,” the records in the 
office show that these young people produced food 
and feed to the value of more than $20,000,000.

The money value of the »roducts of club mem- 
bers is only a small part of the value of club werk. 
Many boys and girls have had their vision of life 
enlarged by club membership. Many have taken 
and are tating college training. The agricultura! 
colleges of the country especially have profited in 
enrollment from the clubs. Many boys and giris 
have made their own money in club activities to 
defray their college expenses. Many after gradu- 
ation have returned to the farms or have engaged 
in extension work as county agents. Rural life 
has been greatly enriched in recent years by the 
trained leadership obtained from agricultural 
clubs. The results obtained in this work justify 
many times the expenditures made in securing 
them and appeal strongly for a larger develop- 
ment of this very useful work.—F. T. Meredith, 
Secretary of Agriculture. :

Wisconsin Boys Fitting for Big State Show 


“The Championships in Wisconsin’s Junior 
Live Stock Exposition to be staged in Madison next 
fall, were partly, if not largely won last spring. 
The young feeder who selects a good type to feed 
at this time will stand a good chance to win out, 
while the boy who picks a long-legged ‘cowy’ type 
has no chance, no matter how he feeds.” 


So said J. G. Fuller, animal husbandryman at 
the Wisconsin College of Agriculture, in a recent 
interview in which he commented on the lessons 
learned by the boys at the last exposition. 


“The boys who were at the show will remem- 
ber the appearance of the winning animals,” said 
Mr. Fuller,—“blocky,  short-legged, vigorous 
types.” The winning Angus was one of a lot 
which were all good beef types, and showed that 
the ycung exhibitor had a good type in mind. The 
winning Shorthorns were also another example; 
and so they went down the line, toward the end- 
liners that showed that the owners did not have 
the right type in mind. 


“Breeding comes first,” says Mr. Fuller. “The 
winning breeders know the ancestry of their ex- 
hibits, and watch the markings of their animals. 
A calf with an appearance which promises to de- 
velop a good baby beef is the next step. This 
means that successful exhibitors chose good indi- 
vidual animals to feed,—such as have a good cov- 
ering of flesh, short legs, wide and deep body with 
good chest, and good head. 


“All farm boys know the difference between 
the thrifty sort of an animal which has a good ap- 
petite and lots of vigor, and the scrawny, dull- 
haired, scrub type that eats half-heartedly. The 
boy who picks the first type to exhibit is making 
a big move towards winning the blue ribbon. The 
breeder who wins, watches the good animals at 
a show, and fixes the desirable type in his mind’s 
eye so that he can choose a similar kind himself. 
Every exhibitor should be able to visualize the kind 
of beef that wins.” 


Constant attention is the final point which is 
necessary to produce the best baby beef, according 
to Mr. Fuller. You have now picked good, blocky 
calves of the beef type, which are neither scrubs 
nor dairy bred animals. You have also avoided 
the coarse, nervous, or weak animals that will not 
be able to make the most of their feed. Careful 
observation will be required to finish the lot for 
exhibition or sale. The old saying that “the eye 
of the master fattens the cattle” still holds good. 
A good ration for producing a beef must be ac- 
companied by attention to the animal itself, and by 
observation to see how the feed is being used. 
Breeding, promising conformation, thrift and vig- 
or, and constant attention, are used by the best 
breeders in raising baby beeves for exhibition and 
for the market.

Dormitories For Juniors at Iowa State Fair 


Two large buildings will be set aside at the 
Iowa State fair for the accommodation of boys and 
girls taking part in the junior department work 
this year.

These accommodations are being provided for 
the boys participating in club work at the fair and 
for girls on the girls’ demonstration teams. . 


Both buildings will be under competent super- 
vision throughout the period of the fair and ac- 
commodations will be furnished free of charge to 
the boys and girls participating in the junior work 
at the fair.

“A bull is in money worth five times. a cow, 
A boar for the breeding herd, three times a sow.” 


If the young breeder will only keep in mind that he must kuy 
exceptional merit in his herd buils beiore he considers the excep- 
tional female, I believe he will have his fect on more solid grounu 
than he can under any other. circumstance, because he will be 
grounded on the killing market.. 

Right here the story of an Iowa herd whose owne1 chculd be 
proud of his achievements may be pertinent. Between ten and fif- 
teen years ago an Iowa farmer, an lowa banker and an agricultui- 
al college professor undertook to build up a first class Doadie herd. 
Wisely they sought their foundation in high quality cows of well- 
bred but of the less fashionable families. To head the herd they 
secured an International grand champion bull, that gave them an ex- 
cellent start with young stuff and on the basis ot a small circuit 
showing they soon found themselves in a position to go into some 
of the more popular families. After a time, two of the partners 
dropped out, and the farmer remained alone. Today he is one of 
Iowa’s well known breeders and now makes averages around $1£(0 
at his annual sales. Many breeders will know this story of success 
and many more can tell it with advantage to the beginner who goes 
through misdirection out of his depth to flounder in paper without 
the flesh and blood to accompany it. I recently saw a catalogue 
of such a man; his pedigrees as advertised were beautiful, all tull 
of “E’s” and B’s,” but the pictures of his animals indicated that he 
had learned the paper before he knew real Angus merit. Which 
of the two will be the breed’s biggest asset in the years to come? 
What will this disappointed second chap, after a few years of spec- 
ulative interest have to say for the breed to others? 

I recently learned of a man who had become converted to Dod- 
die character, that went to a sale to get the nucleus for a herd to 
build up the beef of his comunity. He went through the cattle and 
marked several that suited him, but when the ringside filled and the 
bids were made on some animals of choice pedigree but less choice 
individuality, he felt he could not touch those that he had ranked so 
high as beef animals. When he saw them knocked off at $220 
where some he could not consider from a beef standpoint went for 
ten times the amount he not only thought that he was wrong in his 
ideals, but he went away without an animal and today is making a 
start in Herefords. How much better for the breed would it have 
been, if someone could have taken him by the hand and carried him 
through to such success as the lowa breeder before mentioned en- 
joys. 

This is the abuse of the family, the starting out of young breed- 
ers who call anything that is not the fashion, the plain bred, before 
they have cut their eyeteeth for the knowledge of breed and beef 
character. What is a plain-bred animal anyhow? The plain-breds 
of America are often the fashionable of Scotland and the fashion- 
able of yesterday and the plain-bred of today. There is a difference 
between fashionably-bred and well-bred that the young breeder can 
well afford to consider. Fashion is usually confined to a limited 
number of families, while the well-breds have demonstrated by their 
achievements in the show ring and their success in the breeding pen 
that their ancestry is entitled to a recognition similar to that of the 
fashionable ones. What are cattle bred for anyhow? The ulti- 
mate test of the beef animal is the block and the Doddie has proved 
its efficiency in this direction. Beyond this what can we ask? 
Merely that the animal shall transmit these traits to the offspring. 
Having done these two things the well-bred family is entitled to just 
as wide recognition as the fashionably bred. The achievement of 
the show ring and in the herd must always be stressed as the best 
proof of good breeding. 

A brief analysis is made of the champion ktulls and bulls win- 
ning get-of-sire at the International, to show any differences in 
the biood lines that produced them, followed by an analysis of the 
corresponding females. The winners for the eighteen shows to 
date are as follows:

The appearance of relationships is quite notable among the 
kulls, but lesser among the cows. Thus Earl Marshail is a grand- 
son of Baden Lad, a four times winner in the get-of-sire classes 
the latter being by a 10th Laird of Estill, winner in the same class 
in 1904. Black Woodlawn is the sire of E1win C and Oakville Quiet 
Lad, the grandsi1e of Glenfoil Thickset 2d and Ames Plantation 
Beau (all grand champion bulls) and sire of Pride 12th, winner of 
procuce of dam in 1919. Rosegay is the sire of Vala’s Rosegay 
and through him grandsire of Key’s Vala. Undculata Blackcap Ito 
2d sired the champion Epistos as well as two first prize get-of-siye, 
Lucy’s Prince is the sire of the champion Leroy 3d of Meac ow Brook. 
The conclusion to be drawn frem this is difficult as it relates to 
families, except that the cows that have been winners in the pro- 
duce of dam classes are, with two exceptions, almost entirely unre- 
lated to champicn bulls or cows and the winners of the get-of-sire. 
This seems to me to be a strong argument for breeding in family 
lines, since these cows have shown their ability without the assis- 
tance of a champion sire.

The fact that a bull or cow has been winner more tkan once is 
not taken in a-count in the foregoing table, the pedigree of each 
animal only being considered once. 


One of the first points of interest developed is that there are 
fewer families represented in the production of the winners of the 
get-of-sire classes than in the champions, the first requiring 38 
families and the second 45. The proportions of the three most 
frequent families, Blackbirds, Ericas and Prides is 44.2 for the 
champions and 45.6 for the winners of get-of-sire. The difference 
is scarcely significant, although those who wish might be glad that 
the breeders show a little more of the tlood of these three families 
than the champions. A comparison of the females in the same 
relative classes, the data on the champion [continued on page 19

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The Use of the Family in the Breeding Herd 
(Continued from page 14 


: not being presented here, shows 
— conditions are reversed, in that 
there are only 35 families in the champions, 
while there are 58 families represented in 
the winners of the produce-cf-dam classes. 
Furthermore in the former the percentage 
of Blackb'rds, Prides and Ericas is 4614, 
while in the latter the percentage is only 
43.3. Prcbably the only fact shown here is 
the bulls come from fewer family sources 
than the cows, in pedigree as well as indi- 
viduality, as a result of the fact that the 
family is founded on the female. 

Since some critics of the family system 
of mating state that the bull is better bred 
than the cows, I have tabulated the fami- 
lies of the sires of the winners of the get- 
of-sire class, as well as the dams, treating 
the winners of the produce-of-dam classes in 
the same way. In the get-of-sire winners 
there are ten families each, represented in 
the sires and in the dams. Ericas, Prides 
and Blacibirds are represented in 40 per 
cent. of tte sires and in 70 per cent. of the 
dams among the get-of-sire winncrs. 
Among the winners of the produce-of-daim 
classes, fifteen families each are found in 
the sires and the dams of the winners. Of 
these Ericas, Prides and Blackbirds are 
representcd in 53 per cent. of the sires and 
in nearly 47 per cent. of the dams. From 
the foregoing comparisons one cannot say 
the sires are better bred than the dams. 

A second way of studying the question 
would be to tabulate the familics represent- 
ed at the head of sire line of cach dam and 
sire of these winners. The method is illus- 
trated as follows:

This tabulation shows that 40 per cent. of 
the upper sire lines of the winners of the 
get-of-sire classes are of these three most 
frequently found families while 40 per cent. 
of those in the lower sire lines are also of 
these bloods. 
duce-of-dam classes 33 per cent. are found 
in the upper line and 40 per cent. in the 
lower. Comparing these figures with 
those of the preceding paragraph, perhaps 
one might be justified in drawing the con- 
clusion that the dams in general are slightly 
better bred than the sires 

To justify this idea still further, if the 
family of each sire in the sire line be record- 
ed and tle family of the dams in the dam 
line, it will be found the 41% of the first be- 
long to the three families mentioned if 
get-of-sire and produce-of-dam classes are 
combined, while 56 per cent. of the families 
of the dams are included in these three. 
Just what interpretation to place on this is 
difficult to say. Opponents of the family 
theory will use this material to show that 
“family fashions have made Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeders neglect their bulls,” while oth- 
ers who favor the family method can right- 
fully point out that this high standard of 
breeding among the females could not exist 
without the family method of selection. 
Readers may take their choice, but to the 
writer this condition indicates that Doddie 
breeders can profitably study their bull sit- 
uation without in the slightest degree re- 
lenting in their selection of females. 

Unless further questions arise, this arti- 
cle closes this series of discussions of the 
amily situation. I have tried to be fair to 
both sides of the question although I can-

Chicago Top for lowa “Babies” 


Another load of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
over the top. This load was marketed at 
Chicago on May 24, by Kent & Downs of 
Harlan, lowa, averaging 1060 pounds, selling 
at $13.50, the top price for the day and 25 
cents above the next highest sale. These 
gentlemen are feeders and shippers at that 
point, buying their cattle that are finished 
for the market. 

“These cattle were bred and grazed on 
farms within five miles of our feed yard,” 
said Mr. Kent, “and were high grade stock, 
being from grade Aberdeen-Angus cows and 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls. There 
were six steers in the lot that were pure 
breds, and could have been registered. They 
were fed on corn and alfalfa hay, no other 
feeds being given. Plenty of good, pure 
water was available at all times from the 
city mains, as our feed lot is within the city 
limits,” he added. 

“There are more pure bred cattle in this 
county (Shelby) than any other county in 
the country,” said Mr. Kent. 

At the start of the feeding period, the 
cattle averaged 600 pounds and after being 
fed 200 days were sent to market showing 
an average gain of 460 pounds per head. 
They were started on ear corn and alfalfa 
hay. After about six weeks they were 
were changed to shelled corn. The latter 
was steadilyincreased until they were get- 
ting all they would clean up at each meal. 
The steers were fed in a three-acre yard. 
The sheds were kept well bedded so they 
would have a dry place to lie down. 

These cattle had plenty of quality when 
marketed, were well finished and had the 
desirable weights, which made it possible 
for them to sell at the highest price of the 
day and outsell all other offerings on the 
day sold. 

“The Aberdeen-Angus did very well in the 
feed lot. They made good gains and fad 
the proper finish that made them sell well,” 
said Mr. Kent. There were some cattle of 
another breed fed with them, but the Aber- 
deen-Angus sold for 75 cents per hundred 
more than the other cattle,” he concluded.— 
Joseph M. Carroll.
